ECCLESIASTICS LEAVING ST. VINCENT’S MONASTERY. 


UR readers will remember the 

graphic description of St. Vin- 

cent’s Monastery near Latrobe, Pa. 
that appeared in THe Converted Catu- 
oxic, July 1886, and also the account 
of our own visit to that institution in 
the August issue. It was in that mon- 
astery that the Pittsburgh priest, Father 
McTighe, inspired by the ‘‘Father of 
Lies,” said in February 1886, ‘‘Father 
(Connor, the former priest, has recant- 
ed and is now doing penance in St. 
Vincent's Monastery.” When confront- 
ed with the fact that Father O'Connor 
was not in a monastery or doing pen- 
ance, McTighe said it wasa mistake on 
his part. In the account of our visit 
in company with Rev. Dr. Anderson, 
pastor of the Church, 
Latrobe, it was said that Dr. Anderson 
had welcomed who had 
come to him from the monastery a short 
time before, and the hope was express- 
ed that others would follow their ex- 
ample.

Charles L. Boecele, an account of 
whose conversion and reception into 
the Third United Presbyterian Church, 
Pittsburgh, Pa., we find in the Pitts- 
burgh Commercial Gazette, January 
16, 1888, as follows: 
MR. BOECELE'S CONVERSION.

Louis Boecele, a convert 
from Roman Catholicism, was yesterday 
morning admitted into the membership 
of the Third United Presbyterian 
Church, of this city, by Rev. J. T. Me- 
Crory, the pastor. Mr. Boecele was 


educated for the priesthood both in 


Germany and at St. Vincent’s Monas- 
tery, and the story of his conversion 
and his life under the care of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church is one of unusual 
interest. He was born just twenty years 
ago in the city of Ulm, in the beautiful 
valley of the Donau, in Wurtemberg in 
Germany. His father was an officer in 
the French army, who left his country 
and became a German citizen. He 
took service in the army of his adopted 
country, and at the time of Mr. Boe- 
cele’s birth was stationed at Ulm. The 
mother died at the child’s birth and his 
father within a year afterwards. Al- 
though both of the young man’s parents 
were Protestants, at the death of his 
father he was adopted by a priest of the 
Roman Catholic Church. Father Ru- 
dinger, the priest who adopted him, 
conducted his education from his earl- 
iest boyhood for the priesthood. With 
him he went to Weisensteig, a neigh- 
boring city, and there took the complete 
course at the Latin school. After this 
he was sent to the Catholic Seminary at 
Gmund. Remaining there about a 
vear he was sent to a monastery at 
Rottenburg. 

When he was 15 years old the priest 
by whom he had been adopted died. 
Then it was that he first learned that 
he had three sisters living. Up to this 
time he had never known anything 
about his family. Neither had his sis- 
ters known anything of his manner of 
life. They were aware that their brother 
had been adopted by some Roman 
Catholic priest, but were never able to 
obtain any trace of his whereabouts, 





After the death of his foster father he 
was informed of the existence of his 
sisters, who were Protestants, and all 
lived near his native city of Ulm. Fa- 
ther Rudinger had been an intimate 
friend of the late Abbot Wimmer, of 
St. Vincent’s Monastery, near Latrobe, 
and when he died he left instructions 
that young Boecele was to be sent to 
St. Vincent's to finish his education for 
the priesthood. 

In accordance with these instructions 
the young man arrived in America in 
1883 and was at once received at the 
Benedictine Monastery. He soon be- 
came a member of the Scholasticate, 
the department for young men prepar- 
ing to take orders. At St. Vincent’s he 
pursued his studies for about two anda 
half years. He, however, began to 
have doubts of the truth of many of 
the Roman Catholic doctrines. For 
several months he struggled with these 
doubts and attempted to shut his mind 
to them, but without avail. At length 
he went to the priests with his difficult- 
ies. They informed him that they 
were temptations from the devil. He 
was not satisfied, and when the priests 
could not clear up his doubts they be- 
came angry. He at length decided to 
leave the monastery, and when the 
priests saw that his mind was made up, 
they gave their consent and secured for 
him a situation as a farm-hand with a 
farmer named Edward Layton, a Ro- 
man Catholic, near New Derry, where 
he was compelled to do the worst kind 
of drudgery without any compensation, 
except his board. 

After he had been at this place about 
six months the priest at that place be- 
came interested in him, and managed 
to secure for him a clerkship in a local 


detective agency, which position he 
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afterwards left for a situation offered 
him by the Potential Insurance Com- 
pany. Ever since he left the mon- 
astery he had been greatly troubled 
about his spiritual welfare. He was 
unable to come to any conclusion, 
The doctrines of Rome did_ not satisfy 
him, but he could find nothing better. 
On Monday morning as he was walk- 
ing up Diamond street, Pittsbnrgh, he 
noticed the placard hanging on the 
front of the church, announcing evan- 
gelical services in the evening. He 
made up his mind to attend, and did, 
and was so impressed by the earnest 
talk of the Rev. Dr. McCrory that he 
stayed to speak to him afterwards. The 
next morning he made up his mind to 
join that Church, and was received by 
the Session. Yesterday morning he 
made a public profession of his faith. 
His remarkable history has excited an 
unusual amount of interest among the 
members of that church. About three 
months ago his youngest sister came to 
this country from Germany, and is now 
living in Allegheny. His other two 
sisters still live at Ulm, in Wurtemberg. 


An Interesting Correspondence.

Father Schneider, like many other 
priests, received a copy of THE Con- 
VERTED CaTHOLIC, and the following 
correspondence was the result:

Editor of the Pittsburgh Leader : 

In the March number of Rev. 
James A. O'Connor's monthly maga- 
zine, ‘“THE CONVERTED CATHOLIC,” sent 
to me, I am accused of haviug made use 
of language bordering on the indecent 
in a letter of mine to Chas. L. Boecele. 
The reason of this accusation is, be- 
cause I expressed myself in a letter to 
Boecele that he ‘‘should be soundly 
thrashed for having permitted doubts 
regarding the Catholic religion to enter 
his mind.”

THE ‘‘PERVERTED CATHOLIC” AGAIN, 
kditor Leader:— 

In your issue of ‘Tuesday last (March 
13, 1888), Father Augustine Schneider 
complains that I have unjustly ac- 
cused him of using improper lan- 
guage in a letter addressed by him to 
Mr. Charles L. Boecele. In referring 
to this matter in THE CoNvERTED CaTu- 
otic, I took care to mention that the 
letter in question is written in German, 
1 briefly summoned up its contents to 
the effect that ‘‘this Benedictine monk, 
in language bordering on the indecent, 
expresses his opinion that Mr. Boecele 
should be soundly thrashed for having 
permitted doubts regarding the Catholic 
religion to enter his mind.” Father 
Schneider promptly siezes upon the, in 
itself, innocent phrase, ‘‘soundly thrash- 
ed,” claims it as his own, and proceeds 
to demolish me for, as he alleges, criti- 
Now I admit that 
I did not do entire justice to Father 
Schneider. I beg to withdraw the ex- 
pression ‘“‘bordering on the indecent,” 


cising its propriety. 
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and to substitute therefor ‘positively 
indecent.” To justify the change I 
would reproduce the language really 
used by Father Schneider providing it 
was proper for publication. An ex- 
pression like the one referred to may 
be eminently proper at St. Vincent’s, 
but I can safely appeal to any one out- 
side that institution whether it does not 
come fully within the scope of Web- 
ster’s definition of ‘‘indecent,” as 
quoted by Father Schneider. But the 
reflection upon our Benedictine friend's 
energetic German was ‘merely incident- 
al. Thetruth of the main charge- 
intolerance on the part of the priest- 
hood—he admits with a frankness really 
delightful. For wavering in the ‘‘true 
faith,” he thinks, ‘‘twenty-five well laid 
on” just the thing. In support of his 
position he cites the Mosaic law, and 
with a kind of logic, no doubt also pe- 
culiar to St. Vincent's, lugs in our civil 
code and even ‘‘lynch law” upon forni- 
cation. Hold on, dear father! Monk- 
dom stands to-day where it was five 
hundred years ago, but the world ‘‘do 
move.” Your sentiments are well 
suited to the monastery, but to parade 
them before the American. public is 
imprudent.

‘Some good Samaritan had given the 
young man a Bible, which was taken 
from him in the Monastery and torn 
into pieces (by Father Schneider?) 
The mutilated parts of this Bible, which 
I have seen and examined, bear testi- 
mony to the energy with which the 
hated book was attacked.” 

The following is a translation of 
Father Schneider’s letter to Mr. Boecele. 
( Zranslation. ) 

St. Vincent SCHOLASTICATE. 
Beatty, Westmoreland Co., Pa. 
May 28, 1886. 
Dear Louis : 

I received your letter of the 12th 
inst and it gives me pleasure to note 
that you have again turned to God. I 
would never have thought it of you, 
that you were so foolish as to allow 
yourself to be converted and led astray. 
You deserve 25 lashes on your———— 
and they should be well salted; they 
would bring you to your senses. I can- 
not at all imagine why you never men- 
tioned your doubts to me. Now be 
careful and go every month to the holy 
Sacrement that you may be preserved 
from falling again.

If he had not 
favored the public schools eighteen 
years ago he would have been made a 
Roman Catholic Bishop and the suc. 
cessor of Cardinal McCloskey as Arch- 
bishop of New York. His brother-in- 
law, Mr. Oliver, of San Francisco, had 
great influence at Rome. He was very 
wealthy, and on one occasion presented 
Pope Pius 1X. with $50.000. The Pope 
in return made him a Marquis. Fath- 
er McGlynn’s friends urged him to keep 
in line with the conservatism of the 
Church, and his promotion would be 
certain. But he was too honest and 
honorable to connive at fraud, wink at 
deception, or cloak iniquity. His ex- 
posure of the ecclesiastical machine— 
the Pope, Cardinals and Bishops—has 
been the most scathing ever attempted 
in this country, and the best of it is 
that thousands of Catholics have eager- 
ly listened to his words.

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REV. DRS. JOHN HALL, HOWARD CROSBY AND OTHER MINIS- 
TERS ON THE ROMAN CATHOLIC CHURCH. 


HE Presbyterian Union of New 
York had what was called a 
‘‘discussion” in the new Presby- 
terian House on Fifth ave. and Twelfth 
street, February 28, 1888. The subject 
was, ‘‘How far is the Roman Catholic 
Church our Ally, and how far our Ene- 
my?” The ‘‘discussion” turned out to 
be a great debate. Rev. Philip Schaff, 
D. D., the ecclesiastical historian and 
professor in Union Theological Semin- 
ary, opened the discussion. He said 
that the origin of. the Roman Catholic 
Church was involved in obscurity. It 
may have originated on the day of Pen- 
tecost; it may have originated at Cor- 
inth, or it may have originated much 
later. In any event the precise time 
could not be fixed. He claimed that 
the Pope is anti-Christ, but not the 
Church. That the Pope and the Chure) 
are not one, and that second Thessal- 
onians refers to the Pope alone, claim- 
ing that this was the view held by 
Calvin, Melancthon and Luther. He 
said that the Roman Catholic Church 
must hold to all the cardinal doctrines, 
such as the Trinity, divinity of Christ, 
justification, sanctification, good works 
and others. He emphasized the historic 
character of the Church and that under 
its claim of infallibility it could not 
abandon one of the cardinal doctrines 
and live. That it was the largest church 
of Christendom, with its 200,000,000 
members, and should. be the ally of 
Protestantism. 

Rev. Dr. ‘John Hall, pastor of the 
Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church, was 
the next speaker. Each point that Dr. 
Schaff raised Dr. Hall answered, and 


when he said, that 


he could not 


realize how so learned a man, a pro- 


fessor in the chair of church history 
in a Presbyterian theological seminary, 
could advocate an alliance with the 
historic enemy of truth, justice and 
morality, he was enthusiastically ap- 
plauded. 

He held to his clear and logical style 
of argumentation, but his deep interest 
and earnest convictions upon this 
important subject, led him into such 
bursts of eloquence that he carried his 
audience before him with irresistible 
force. 

Dr. Hall said that he had lived among 
Catholics; had preached in a parish 
where there were three Roman Catho- 
lics to one Protestant; he had been to 
Rome and met the cardinals, to whom 
had heen introduced. He knew 
Romanists and Romanism, priesthood 
and laity better, probably, than any 
person present. 


he 


He said the Pope was 
the Church and the Church was the 
Pope, and that both are anti-Christ, ‘‘so 
that he as God sitteth in the temple of 
God, shewing himself that he is God.’ 
The Pope and Romanism stand and 
fall together. Paul denounced this 
anti-christ, thisson of perdition, as the 
workman of Satan : that Satan who had 
overcome the first Adam, and with ll 
the subtlety of his nature endeavored to 
overcome the second Adam, but had 
failed. Satan had endeavored to over- 
come Christ by offers of that temporal 
power which the Church of Rome now 
holds out, an@ the offer was made by 
the same arch conspirator. 

Moses’ fight was continually against 
apostasy. Satan does not ask the peo- 
ple at first to become atheists, but he 
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asks them to place alongside of the true 
God other gods also. This is what the 
Roman Cathelic Church asks and does. 
Satan was satisfied when the Jewish 
kings set up the temple of the living 
God, provided they had Baal and Ash- 
teroth in their groves. As tothe origin 
of the Roman Church, a careful read- 
ing of history showed that it was from 
Constantine, who was a shrewd states- 
man, a politician and murderer, that it 
had sprung. Out of heathenism, 
Judaism and Christianity, were taken 
those portions of their several services 
that would appeal to the sensualism of 
man, and with these playing upon the 
inborn sentiment of natural religion, 
Christ was kept out of the heart. 

Dr. Schaff had referred to the decrees 
of the Council of Trent acknowledging 
the Divinity, Kingship and_ priestly 
offices of Christ. Dr. Hall said that it 
was true, but it was not fair to quote a 
portion and not the whole of the de- 
crees. Read them through and in their 
logical connection, and you would find 
that they were completely Romish ; the 
doctrine of justification is ignored, 
Christ’s office as a Saviour is rendered 
wholly void; and every leading doc- 
trine of the religion of Christ had been 
manipulated until it was of none effect. 

The decrees of the Council of Trent 
claimed ten virtues for the priesthood, 
traditions, penances, purgatory, indul- 
gences, and in Mariolatry, to one in the 
atonement of Christ. Christ’s divinity 
was merged in the infallibility of the 
Pope, the influence of the Holy Ghost 
merged in the confessional interferences 
of the priesthood, and fnstead of bow- 
ing to the Kingship of Christ, the 
devotees of the Roman system kissed 
the toe of St. Peter’s statue. No Cath- 
olic is permitted by the decrees of the 








Church to be ‘‘justified freely by his 
grace through the redemption that is in 
Christ Jesus,” and his soul goes blindly 
into purgatory in order that the Church 
may receive money for saying masses 
for his soul. 

As to the church’s influence, no de- 
votee of heathenism in Japan but lives 
a freer life than does the slave of Rom- 
anism. There is no truth of the 
decalogue that it has not broken, no 
truth of Christianity that it has not 
assailed. 

It is claimed that the marriage rela- 
tionship has been defended by the 
Romish Church, and yet there has been 
no greater insult offered to that holy 
relationship than celibacy and monas- 
ticism and their attendant evils. 

It is said that Romanism educates, 
It does so in places where it has no 
other way to carry on its aggressive 
work, and when it does educate, it 
does so always at your expense ; but 
where it can get along without it, it 
does not educate. 

It is claimed that the Roman Church 
holds in check the turbulent spirits that 
have caused our strikes, and that we 
should join hands with it to keep this 
power under restraint. That 60,000, 
000 of people should conciliate 8,000, 
000 of enemies to their liberties in or- 
der to keep in check a small portion 
of our body politic!

ax BILL is now before the Legislature

It is estimated that 40,00 


children are educated in the parochial 
schools of Massachusetts, and the legis- 
lators of that State rightly think that 
such a large number of future citizens 
should be ‘‘protected from the foreign 


ideas” that govern such schools. Alle- 
giance to the Pope of Rome is the first 
duty inculcated in them. What does 
it profit, the priests say to the children, 
if you should acquire all the learning 
of Harvard College, and not be obed- 
ient to the Pope? 

Mr. Thomas F. Leyden, a converted 
Catholic who is doing a good work in 
Boston, appeared before the Legislature 
last month and made a strong argument 
in favor of the bill. He told of his 
own experience when attending the 
parochial schools in Brooklyn, the 
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place of his birth, and showed how 
unsuited they were for the education of 
American children. Brother Leyden 
is a member of Dr. A. J. Gordon’s 
Church, Boston. 

Rev. Joseph Cook devoted one of his 
‘‘Monday Lectures” in Tremont Tem- 
ple, Boston, to a discussion of the 
subject. He said: 

The direct and indirect adherents of 
the Roman Catholic Church now num- 
ber one-sixth of the population of this 
century and, according to themselves, 
promise soon to number a majority. 
Roman Catholics increase more rapidly 
than our population. If the rate of 
increase for twenty-five years past should 
be kept up for another twenty-five years, 
there will be about 20,00c,000 Roman 
Catholics at a time when the republic 
has 100,000,000. It is not too much 
to say that the recent action of the 
Roman Catholic Council at Baltimore, 
directing the opening of parochial 
schools on this continent from sea to 
sea, wherever the parishes can support 
them, is an event of national import- 
ance. Against parochial schools he 
argued : 

1. It is historically true and notor- 
ious that Roman priests when they have 
their way, never yet gave in their par- 
ochial primary schools sufficient in- 
struction to fit a population for the 
responsibility of free government. 


2, Roman Catholic parochial 


schools are avowedly intended to destroy 
the American public school system. 


3. The instruction given in them is 
always sectarian, generally mutilated, 
and sometimes thoroughly misleading. 
Bismarck declares that the saddest sight 
he ever saw was that of the mutilated 
text-books used in the French schools. 
Mr. Froude found this systematic mu- 


tilation both in America and Europe. 

4. Roman Catholic authorities 
wholly deny to the civil government the 
right to conduct the secular education 
of the people. : 

5. The church denies to the parent 
the right of private judgment in the 
matter of education. Refusal to send 
children to the schools is followed by 
a denial of the rites of the church. 

Mr. Cook also said that a broad 
distinction should be drawn between 
Romanism and Ultramontanism or Je- 
suitism. To this Father Murphy, of 
the Jesuit Church on Sixteenth street, 
New York, replied in an interview pub- 
lished in the New York /Yera/d, March 
29, 1888, ‘‘ The Jesuits,” said he, ‘‘are 
certainly ultramontane, and they are 
the best kind of Roman Catholics, too, 
Ultramontanism is the the term used by 
the Gallican Church to express its dis- 
regard for the Papal authority in Rome. 
It wished to exalt the national Church 
and to lessen proportionately the Ro- 
man authority. This Church of Rome, 
being to them beyond the mountains, 
was called ultramontane. Steadfast 
adherence to the Roman authority was 
dubbed by the Gallicans, in a sort of 
contempt, ultramontanism.” 

Father Murphy is right. Romanism, 
Jesuitism, and Ultramontanism are one 
and the same thing. The old Gallican 
Church has been ultramontane for so 
long a period that itis vain to expect a 
return of its ancient privileges. Bishop 
Coxe, of Buffalo, Would also like to 
make a distinction between Romanism 
or Catholicism, and Ultramontanism or 
So would Father McGlynn. 
But the Jesuit Murphy knows what he 
is talking about when he says that Ro- 
manism and Ultramontanism are the 
same thing.

ND remember that, as the proph- 

et says, religious are the most 
acceptable food to the devil— 
‘Cibus ejus electus.’—Has. 1: 16.” 

So warningly quotes St. Liguori ‘‘On 
patience in temptations,” page 254 of 
‘‘The True Spouse of Christ.” The 
verse referred to reads in the Douay 
Bible as follows : 

‘*Therefore will he offer victims to 
his drag, and he will sacrifice to his 
net: because through them his portion 
is made fat, and his meat dainty.” 

Doubtless, students of the Bible 
would be puzzled to discover in the 
words of Habacuc even the remotest 
reference to the cloister, but a ‘‘Doctor 
of the Church” is appalled by no 
difficulty. 


The sign of the cross is recommend- 
ed as very useful in overcoming temp- 
tition, and on page 259 the Saint 
continues: ‘St. Gregory Nazianzen 
relates, what is still more wonderful, 
that Julian the Apostate, knowing the 
virtue of the sign of the cross, used, 
when terrified by the devils, to make 
on himself that holy sign, and the dev- 
ils would fly away.” 

Note the drift of Liguori’s argument. 
Julian the Apostate, a man not only 
without faith, but who holds the Christ- 
ian religion in contempt and abhorrence 
is nevertheless enabled by the use of a 
mere form, to overcome the powers of 
darkness. 

One of the fatal errors of Romanism 
is the observance of empty forms. In 
a long discourse on resignation the 


reader is informed on page 273 of ‘“‘The 
True Spouse,” that ‘‘St. Gregory relates 
that the devil in the form of a serpent, 
tormented a religious for three years ; 
the religious, though he suffered a good 
deal, never lost his peace, but would 
say totheenemy: ‘Do with me what 
you wish, if such be the will and pleas- 
ure of God.’ Let your continual prayer 
be: ‘Thy will be done!’ At rising in 
the morning, in going to bed at night, 
in meditation, at communion, at the 
visit to the most holy sacrament, always 
say: “Thy will be done—thy will be 
done.’ St. Gertrude used to say three 
hundred times in a day: ‘My Jesus, 
let not my will but thine be done.’ 

Blosius says, that he who at the 
moment of death, makes an act of per- 
fect conformity to the divine will, shall 
be delivered, not only from hell, but 
also from purgatory, though he had 
been guilty of all the sins of the whole 
world.” 

That seems to be the easiest way yet 
discovered of getting to heaven. To 
one who understands the peculiarities 
of Romanism, the surprising part of 
the Saint’s statement is, not that escape 
from hell is so easy, but that purgatory 
likewise can be so readily avoided. For 
according to Romish writers generally, 
comparatively few of the saved escape 
the purifying flames of purgatory, and 
to redeem the ‘‘poor souls” by means 
especialiy of masses, is a priestly occu- 
pation apparently charitable and im- 
mensely profitable. 

Rev. Michael Muller, ‘‘C. SS. R., 
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Priest of the Congregation of the Most 
Holy Redeemer,” a monk, of course, 
and a future saint, no doubt, has add- 
ed to the woes of poor mortals, besides 
his long title, a book which he calls, 
“Charity for the Souls in Purgatory.” 
The wanton barbarity is sanctioned by 
the imprimatur of one ‘‘Joannes Jo- 
. sephus, Episcopus, Boston,” whoever 
or whatever that is. On page 36 of the 
precious volume the C. SS. R. &c. reels 
off the following yarn: 

‘‘A religious of the Order of St. 
Dominic, when about to depart this 
life, most earnestly begged a priest to 
say Mass for the repose of his soul im- 
mediately after his death. The good 
religious had scarcely expired, when the 
priest went to say Mass for him with 
great fervor and devotion. He had 
hardly taken off the sacred vestments, 
after Mass, when the soul of his deceas- 
ed friend appeared, rebuking him 
severely for the hardness of his heart in 
leaving him in the torments of Purga- 
tory for thirty years. Quite astonished, 
the good priest exclaimed: ‘What! 
thirty years! an hour ago you were still 
alive!’ ‘Learn, then, from this,’ said 
the deceased, ‘how excruciating are the 
pains of the fire of Purgatory, since 
one hour's stay therein appears as long 
as thirty years’.” 

We read in page 39: ‘‘In the year 
1150, it happened that on the vigil of 
St. Cecilia, a very old monk, one hun- 
dred years of age, at Marchiennes, in 
Flanders, fell asleep while sacred lessons 
were reading, and saw, in a dream, a 
monk all clad in armor, shining like 
red-hot iron in a furnace. The old 
man asked him who he was. He was 
told that he was one of the monks of 
the convent, that he was in Purgatory, 
and had vet to endure this fiery armor 


for ten years more, for having 
the reputation of another.” 

Page 138: ‘‘In the life of Blessed 
Mary of Alacoque, it is related that 
the soul of one of her departed sisters 
appeared to her, and said: “There you 
are, lying comfortably in your bed ; but 
think of the bed on which I am lying, 
and suffering the most excruciating 
pains.’ ‘I saw this bed,’ says the saint, 
‘and I still tremble in all my limbs at 
the mere thought of it. The upper and 
lower part of it was full of red-hot, 
sharp, iron points, penetrating into the 
flesh.’ She told me that she had to en- 
dure this pain for her carelessness in 
the observance of her rules.” 

Page 45. ‘‘Ah! would to God I 
could open the dungeons of Purgatory,

When a man has fallen into the fire, 
instead of considering his pains, you 
try at once to draw him out, or quench 
the fire with water. This is true char- 
ity.

sion to perform a good work for us ; 
to give us their hands, by giving an 
alms for us, or one or more dollars for 
the ‘‘intention” of the Masses of a 
priest in our behalf; to give us their 
lips by praying for us ;” etc. 

A large portion of the monk’s book 
is devoted to describing the awful tor- 
tures of purgatory.

are the most harrowing, 
but because they occupy the least space. 
He appeals to the faithful to aid the 
sufferers by various good works, but of 
course the mass, which requires ‘‘one 
or more dollars,” is by far the most effi- 
cacious of all means. On page 54 he 
writes, ‘Indeed, so great is the efficacy 
of the sacrifice of the Mass to obtain 
relief for the souls in Purgatory, that 
the application of all the good works 
which have been performed from the 
beginning of the world would not aff- 
ord so much assistance to one of these 
souls as is imparted by a single Mass.”

On pages 102-4, of ‘‘Charity for the 
Souls in Purgatory” it is related that the 
child of a bookseller, named Wm. 
Freyssen, was speedily cured of a seri- 
ous illness in response to the father’s 
vow to distribute gratuitously one hun- 
dred copies of a certain Jesuit’s book 
on purgatory. The father carefully ful- 
filled his promise. Three weeks after, 
his wife was stricken down with a sud- 
den illness and was soon given up by 
the doctors. The distracted man again 
rushed to the church, and vowed to 
distribute two hundred copies of the 
same work if his wife was spared. She 
was out of danger before he got home 
and in a few days was perfectly well. 

Pages 105-9 aretaken up with a tale, 
concocted evidently for the special ben- 
efit of servant-girls whose scant earnings 
go to enrich the Church. A poor girl 
after a long illness found herself out of 
work and with only one dollar in her 
purse. Pursuant to her custom of hav- 
ing a mass said once every month for 
the souls in purgatory, she paid her 
last dollar to a priest and remained to 
assist at the mass. After leaving the 
church the girl was accosted by a young 
man, ‘‘tall and pale and of noble de- 
meanor,” and directed to a_ certain 
house where a servant was wanted. 
The pale youth turned out to be a 
ghost, who had shuffled off this mortal 
coil two years before, and the house to 
which he sent the girl was the residence 
of his bereaved mother. The old lady 
was overwhelmed when she realized the 
whole truth, and embracing her humble 
visitor she cried out, ‘‘you shall hence- 
forth always remain with me, not as 
my servant, but as my daughter and as 
my dear friend, and we shall always 
pray together for the poor souls in Pur- 
gatory.” 
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The last dollar certainly proved a 
good investment. But I would not 
vouch that every servant-girl, who under 
similar circumstances pays a priest to 
say mass, will in the end be adopted 
by some rich old lady. 

A shockingly blasphemous fable is 
told on page 57 of Father Muller's 
book: ‘‘My children,” said the Cure 
d’ Ars one day, ‘‘you remember the 
story I have told you of that holy priest 
who was praying for his friend: God 
had, it appears, made known to him 
that he was in Purgatory; it came to 
his mind that he could do nothing bet- 
ter than to offer the holy sacrifice of the 
Mass for his soul. When he came to 
the moment of consecration, he took 
the sacred Host in his hands and said: 
‘QO Holy and Eternal Father, let us 
make an exchange! 


Thou hast the 
soul of my friend, who is in Purgatory, 


and I have the Body of thy Son, who is 
in my hands; well, do Thou deliver 
my friend, and I offer Thee Thy Son, 
with all the merits of His death and 
Passion.’ In fact, at the moment of 
the Elevation of the Host he saw the 
soul of his friend rising to heaven, all 
radiant with glory.” 

But it is almost superfluous to single 
out for censure any one Romish writer. 
The book written by Rev. Michael 
Muller, C. SS. R. and endorsed by 
‘Joannes Josephus, Episcopus, Boston,’ 
in other words, the lies told by one 
priest and attested by another, are bas- 
ed squarely upon the doctrines of the 
Roman Catholic Church, and the pro- 
ductions of hundreds of her approved 
authors are not a whit less insane or 
blasphemous than Rev. Muller’s ‘‘Char- 
ity for the Poor Souls in Purgatory.”

+3HE temperance and prohibition

has been destroyed by 
drink.

THE APOCRYPHA—-THE STANDARD EDITION. 


1. 


HE name Afoerypha, which sig- 
nifies hidden or concealed, (that 
is, of doubtful authority,) is 

given to a collection of ancient Jew- 
ish writings, excluded from the canon 
of Iuspired Scripture by both Jews and 
Christians ; but which the Church of 
Rome recognizes and accepts as a part 
of the Inspired Word of God Written. 

2. The Council of Trent, in ‘‘the 


Decree concerning the Canon of Scrip- 


ture”, enumerates with the Inspired 
Books of the Old and New Testaments, 
the following named, Apocryphal writ- 
ings :—The Rest of the chapters of the 
book of Esther”: The Story of Susan- 
nah”; ‘*The Story of Bel and the 
Dragon”, added to the book of Daniel; 
the books of ‘Tobit’, ‘‘Judith”, ‘‘Wis- 
dom”; ‘‘Ecclesiasticus”; ‘‘Baruch”; and 
the two ‘‘Books of Maccabees”. And 
the Decree proceeds :-— 

‘Whoever shall not receive as sacred 
and canonical all these books, and 
every part of them, as they are read in 
the Roman Catholic Church, and are 
contained in the Old Vulgate Latin ed- 
ition, or shall knowingly and deliber- 
ately despise the aforesaid Traditions, 
let him be accursed.” 

3. The Christian Church, however, 
notwithstanding ‘‘The Curse”, rejects 
both the ‘‘Traditions” and the ‘‘Apo- 


cryph2”—the former because they are 
human and not divine; and the latter, 
for the following reasons :— 

ist. There is no evidence that 
these Apocryphal books ever existed in 
Hebrew, the language in which ‘‘God 
spake unto the fathers by the Prophets,’ 
(Heb. 1! 1; Rom. mt: 1, 2;) On the 
contrary, the most ancient copies of 
the Apocrypha were either in Greek or 
Latin, languages never used by any Old 
Testament Prophet in recording the 
oracles 0 fGod. 

znd. From the unquestioned tes- 
timony of authentic history, it is certain 
that the apocryphal books, above nam- 
ed, were written between the time of 
the Prophet Malachi, (B. C. 400,) and 
that of John the Baptist, (A. D.) But 
during that period there arose no proph- 
et among the Israelites: the prophetic 
spirit having been wholly withheld dur- 
ing that time.

The Christian Church rejects 
the Apocrypha as destitute of divine 
authority, because our blessed Saviour 
and his Apostles, make no allusion to 
any part of these writings, while they 
quote numerous passages from the in- 
spired books, which had been received 
as such by the Jewish Church, and 
which compose the present Old Testa- 
ment of the Christian Church.

They do not, as Moses, 
Samuel, David, Isaiah and others, de- 
clare boldly and explicitly, that ‘“The 
Lord said this”; or that ‘“God spake all 
these words”; ‘Thus saith the Lord ”, 
etc. (Exod. xx: 1; Isa. xiiv: 2.) On the 
contrary, so far are they from asserting 
their own inspiration, that some of 
them say, what amounts to an acknow* 
fedgment that they were not inspired.

IN THE FIFTH PLACE, the Apocrypha 
is unworthy a place among the canoni- 
cal Scriptures, because in many instan- 
ces, the writers contradict authentic 
history. — 

(1) The author of the book of Wis- 
dom pretends that it was written by 
Solomon: a pretence evidently false, 
and bearing with it the proof, that, the 
author, whoever he was, was not divine- 
ly inspired. He cites several passages 
from the prophecies of Isaiah and Jer- 
emith, which were not written until 
many ages after the time of Solomon. 
Again, this book represents the Israel- 
ites as being in subjection to their 
enemies, (Wis. 1x: 7, 8: xv: 14.) where- 
as, we know from the Scriptures, that 
the Israelites, during the reign of Solo- 
mon, were eminently prosperous, and, 
in the enjoyment of great peace, were 
independent of all their enemies. 

(2) Baruch (ch. £: 2) to

Jeremiah informs us, he was taken into 
Egypt, (Jer. xiut: 6-7). 

(3) In 1. Maccabees, (ch. 8: 16.) it 
is asserted, that ‘‘the Romans commit- 
ted their government to one man every 
year, who ruled over all that country, 
and that all were obedient to that one ;

This assert- 
ion is contradicted by every Roman 
historian that writes of those times.

Gospel, however, is a different 
thing from hearing mass, which is a 
spectacular The priest 
clothed in gorgeous vestments, stands 
before the altar (his back, of course, to 
the people) and for half an hour mut- 
ters prayers and a lesson from the 
Gospels, and another from the Epistles 
(all in Latin), with half a dozen genu- 
flections anda dozen motions of the

The people near the altar see it all, but 
it is a dumb show to nine-tenths of the 
congregation. Not’a word is uttered 
by the priest that the congregation can 
understand, except the announcements, 
There is no preaching except at the 
high mass, which is usually attended 
by the politicians, saloon-keepers and 
others who have fine clothes to show 
off. The Paulist Fathers on Fifty- 
ninth street, New York, have a five 
minutes’ sermon every Sunday at nine 
o'clock, in which the doctrines of the 
Church of Rome are explained. But 
at all the early masses, which are atten- 
ded by the tens of thousands of work- 
ing people in all our large cities, not a 
word is uttered by the priests that would 
help to make the people Christians. 

They do not hear the Gospel, for it 
is not preached to them. Every mem- 
ber of every Protestant Church in the 
world can give a reason for the hope 
that is in him, and explain the grounds 
of his salvation. Protestants who are not 
members of the church or who do not 
attend services regularly are not includ- 
ed in this category. In the case of 
Roman Catholics, not ten in a hundred 
can explain why they ought to be 
Christians, or what the grounds of their 
faith are. The Gospel has not been 
preached to them; they have never 
heard it ; and their salvation is as much 
in peril as if they were in the heathen 
lands. ‘This will not be accepted by 
intelligent Roman Catholics or Prot- 
estants who are ignorant of the Roman 
system. But it is true, nevertheless, 
and every Christian whose faith is cent-. 
r2d onthe Lord Jesus Christ as Proph- 
et, Priest and King, and who under- 
stands what Romanism is, knows it'to 
be true.

New York, April 18, 1888. 

Sir :—Last February when Rev. Dr. H. M. Field, a Presbyterian minister 
and editor of the New York Zvange/ist, was in Washington, visiting his brother 
Judge Field, one of the Justices of the Supreme Court of the United States, 
he was invited to a reception at Mrs. Dahlgren’s (widow of Admiral Dahlgren), 
where you were the lion of the hour. __ Like the courteous gentleman he is, he 
accepted the invitation, and did not refer to the matter until an anonymous cor- 
respondent took him to task for “lowering his colors” by meeting you socially. 
He published the letter in his paper, and said that as an American and a gentle- 
man he had a right to meet whom he pleased. 

After returning to New York he sent you a copy of his latest work, “Old 
Spain and New Spain,” which you acknowledged in the following letter : 


CARDINAL'S RESIDENCE, 408 N. Charles street, 
Baltimore, March 6, 1888. 

Rev. Dear Sir: I beg to thank you very cordially for the copy of your 
work “Old Spain and New Spain,” which you kindly sent me. I have read with 
great satisfaction and edification your beautiful tribute to the good Archbishop 
of Granada. Had you lived in the days of Ignatius Loyola, I am sure you 
would have revered and cherished the man on account of his burning love for 
Christ. 

I avail myself of this occasion by tendering to you my sincere expression 
of gratitude for your manly and well-merited rebuke to the writer who had the 
hardihood to expostulate with you for attending the reception given to me at 
Mrs. Admiral Dahlgren's. I was delighted to meet yourself and your honored 
brothers [David Dudley, the eminent lawyer, Cyrus W., the millionaire, and 
Stephen J., United States Supreme Court Judge] on that occasion, but you have 
risen still higher in my estimation by your noble reply to the writer in question. 
Such men as that writer exhibit very little of Christian charity, and do much to 
make the enemies of Christianity rejoice. 

Your words, on the contrary, serve to remind us all that if we cannot agree 
in matters of faith, we should never be wanting in the courtesy and urbanity 
which Christians of all denominations owe to one another.

What under ordinary circumstances would have been a private affair has 
been made a matter of public importance by the publication of your letter. 
You are a shrewd man, Cardinal; there is no doubt of that. It was a maxim 
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with Talleyrand, who was once a Roman Catholic Bishop, that, in diplomacy, 
speech was given to man to conceal his thoughts. What were your thoughts 
as you penned that letter? They were evidently in the line of ‘Talleyrand’s 
diplomacy. You knew how important it was to the interests of your Church in 
this country to take the wind out of the sails of such a noble Presbyterian bark 
as Dr Field was steering in the Zvange/ist, and that a show of “courtesy and 
urbanity” would be accepted by him in good faith. You have succeeded but too 
well. 

Dr. Field is descended from the Puritans, a courteous Christian gentleman, 
a cultured American who in a manly way accepts your expressions of “courtesy 
and urbanity” as the genuine sentiments of your heart. He could gain nothing 
by the publication of the correspondence. His position and that of his family 
are too well established to acquire additional lustre from any possible connection 
with you. But you had much to gain by making such a man and those whom he 
represents your friends, and the friends of your Church in this country. * Your 
diplomacy has been successful. In an editorial note appended to your letter, 
Dr. Field said in the Avangelist, March 29: 

“Could anything be more gentle than this? Can any one detect in it the 
slightest tone of arrogance? The writer does not assume that the Roman Cath- 
olic Church is the only Christian body on earth; on the contrary, he distinctly 
recognizes ‘Christians of all denominations,’ and asks only for the ‘courtesy and 
urbanity which all Christians ‘owe to one another.’ The gentleness of the letter 
is the best answer to the fierce intolerance which will not recognize a Christian 
faith or Christian life anywhere but within the narrow bounds of its own sect. , 

Are we to refuse the outstretched hand of one who signs himself ‘Yours 
faithfully in Christ’—that blessed Name which is the bond that holds the world 
together ?” 

He does not know you, Cardinal, any more than does the average American 
who is ignorant of the teaching of your Church. He believes you sincere when 
you speak of the “courtesy and urbanity which Christians of all denominations 
owe to one another.” What you did mean, what you could only mean was the 
courtesy etc. which Christians owed to you. He has paid the tribute. But you 
to recognize the ‘“denominations’—Presbyterians, Episcopalians, Methodists, 
Baptists, etc.—as Christians! You never thought of such a thing, and you must 
have laughed in your sleeve at Dr. Field’s simplicity in believing that you could 
mean anything so absurd. You are the highest representative of the Roman 
Catholic Church, the delegate of the Pope of Rome, in this country, and as such 
you must teach the doctrines of that Church. You do teach them, as I find by 
another letter written only two months before you wrote that Jesuitical letter to 
Dr. Field. It was written to Rev. M. Muller, C. SS. R., one of the Redempt- 
orist Fathers attached to the Church of St. Boniface, Philadelphia, recommend- 
ing his “Catechism of Christian Doctrine,” and was as follows: 

“BALTIMORE, January 3, 1888. 

DeaAR FATHER MULLER :—-I have to acknowledge the receipt of your series 
of catechisms. I have no hesitation to send my cordial blessing and recom- 
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mendation to your series, as they are strongly marked by soundness of doctrine, 
simplicity and plainness of language, a spirit of faith and devotion, precision in 
expressing and defining Catholic truths. 
“Faithfully yours in Christ, 
J. Carp. Gipsons. 
Archbishop of Baltimore.” 

By such a letter you became responsible for the doctrinal teaching in Father 
Muller’s Catechism. But he has even higher authority than yours for the 
“soundness of doctrine” contained in his little book. Among other testimonials 
he publishes the following approbation of the RoMAN PROPAGANDA ; 

Rev. FarHeR MULLER :—I have received your Catechisms, No. 1 for Begin- 
ners, and No. 2 for Parochial Schools. I now take pleasure in informing you 
that they are approved by the Sacred Congregation for the Propagation of the 
I’aith, and may, with the consent of the Bishops, be introduced. 
God that you may be greatly blessed in your labors. 

“A. Carp. FRANCHI, Prefect of the Propaganda. 
J. B. AGNozz1, Secretary.” 

Several pages of the Catechism are taken up with similar testimonials as to 
“soundness of doctrine” from more than twenty Bishops and Priests. If any 
teaching by mortal man could be infallible, the doctrines set forth by Father 
Muller, so highly recommended by the highest authorities in your Church, ought 
to be infallible Well, in page 50 of Father Muller’s “Catechism of Catholic 
Doctrine,” series No. 2, for Parochial Schools, third edition, 1888, published by 
Benziger Brothers, New York, “printers to the Holy Apostolic See,” the Roman 
Catholics of these United States are taught as follows : 

“§ 3. Wo Salvation out of the Catholic Church. 

Which Catholics are apt to lose the faith? 

The Catholics that are apt to lose their faith are :— 

Those who are but little instructed in their religion, or who are worldly- 
minded, and lead sinful lives; Those who, through their own fault, often miss 
Mass, seldom receive the sacraments, and hardly ever say a prayer; Those who 
often read bad books and newspapers, and associate with scoffers at religion. 

In which countries did many bad Catholics fall away from the Catholic faith 
in the sixteenth century ? 

In the sixteenth century many bad Catholics fell away from the Catholic 
faith, iu Germany, France, England and Scotland.: 

Who caused those bad Catholics to fall away from the Catholic faith ? 

Those who caused many bad Catholics to fall away from the Catholic faith 
were :— 

1. Martin Luther, a bad Catholic priest in Germany ; 

2. John Calvin, an apostate Catholic in France ; 

3. Henry VIII., a bad Catholic King of England ; 

4. John Knox, a bad Catholic priest in Scotland. 


What have those bad Catholics been called, who fell away from the Cath- 
olic faith ?

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Those bad Catholics who fell away from the Catholic faith, have been 
called Protestants. 

Why are there so many kinds of Protestants? 

There are so many kinds of Protestants, because every Protestant believes 
whatever he chooses to believe. 

What do we believe when we say, “I believe the Holy Catholic Church ?” 

When we say, “I believe the Holy Catholic Church,” we firmly believe that 
only the Roman Catholic Church is the holy Church of Christ, out of which no 
one can be saved. 

How do we know that those are lost who do not care to believe the Catho- 
lic Church ? 

That those are lost who do not care to believe the Catholic Church, we 
know from Christ himself, who says: ‘He who will not hear the Church, let him 
be to thee as the heathen and publican ;” and “He who believeth not shall be 
condemned” (Matt. xviii. 17; Mark xvi. 16). 

Who, then, will be saved ? 

Only those will be saved, who not only believe, but also do what God teach 
es through the Catholic Church.” 

Dr. Field is of Anglo-Saxon descent. Previous to the Reformation the 
family, like the English people generally, were Roman Catholics, believing all 
the doctrines of the Church of Rome as they were taught by the Pope, Bishops 
and Priests of the time. Doubtless there is some record in the family archives 
of the first Field who “rebelled” against the Pope’s Church, and how far he was 
influenced by the teachings of those “bad Catholic priests,” Luther, Calvin and 
Knox. Dr. Field is a Protestant, a descendant of those “bad Catholics” who 
gave the Bible to the people and told them to see for themselves what God had 
done for their salvation. As a Protestant Christian he cannot be saved. “No 
salvation out of the holy Roman Catholic Church,” says Father Muller, with 
your sanction and approval. ‘Those are lost who do not believe,” ‘only those 
are saved, who not only believe, but also do what God teaches through the Rom- 
an Catholic Church.” Or. Field neither believes what the Roman Catholic 
Church teaches, nor does what the Roman Catholic Church commands. Would 
you tell him that therefore he shall be lost, that he shall not meet his ‘*bad Cath- 
olic” ancestors in heaven, that you personally, Cardinal, do not expect to meet 
him there because he does not believe in the holy Roman Catholic Church? It 
would be neither “courteous nor urbane” to tell him that at Mrs. Dahlgren’s 
reception, or anywhere else, but it is the truth according to the teaching of your 
Church. Are you a dissembler, or is the teaching of your Church false? I shall 
return to this subject, though not, of course, to the case of Rev. Dr. Field, who 
is able to speak for himself. For the present, au revoir.
